NEW YORK, June M tU,R)— The United Stntca propoaed todny, to outlaw atomic war by 
plitciiig nil "tinngoroua" utomic activities — eventunlly iiicluiliiig American atom bomb plants • 
—under n gtolml iik'ency backed by iron-clnd enforcement i>owera. The United States offer- 
ed to destroy it.i Hiipply of atom bomki, or hand them over to the international agency, 
according to terniM lo he set forth in a treaty. The projected anency, to be established by 
intet-iintionnl iivrreement within the framework of the United 
KiitionM, would be given a world-wide monopoly in the 
atomic field. 

The United States propo.ial wn.s ft plea for ridding the 
world of. fear of itlomic destruction, aubstitiiting instead 
faith among nationH, To do thia, the international atomic 
control agency would : 

1. Have certain powers Hiiperccding the sovereignty of in- 
dividual nations, 
_2. Be empowered to inflict severe penalties upon any nation 
a7 the slighte-tt indication of intetitiona of misusing atomic 
knowledge. 

3. Be unhampered by the veto power of any nation, regard- 
le.'j.s of its strength.

Olen Taylor already wa.s holding the hlnh- 
cst ofllce this state could bestow upon him— 
United States senator from Idaho— and with 
his term ol office having lour years yet to 
go, he was not even up for re-election. 

But he was hot satisfied with that, nor 
with remaining In Washington and attending 
to the duties to which he had been elected. 
He was more Interested In settling a political 
peeve which he has been nursing ever since 
some ot the "regular" boys tn the Democratic 
party tried to brush him off In previous elec- 
tions. 

Although congress at the time was con^ 
fronted with several o( its most moniertou.S 
problems since Pearl Harbor, Senator Taylor 
put his personal political IntoresU ahead of 
the nation's welfare by returning to Idaho 
to engage Jn the primary campaign. 

He made tio attempt to conceal the fact 
that his purpose was to get those Democrais 
who had pushed him around In the past, par- 
ticularly Idaho's other Incumbent U, S. sen- 
ator, Charley Qossett. 

To carry out his seK-concclved purge, Tay- 
lor stumped the state for George E. Donart 
of Welser, With the result that Donari de- 
feated Oossett for the nomlnAtlon tn the top- 
flight contest o( the Democratic party. 

In times paat, such Individuals as Charley 
Oossett and George Donart have been re- 
garded aji big shots In the Democratic- party, 
but not so today. 

Oossett finds himself "moved over" at Tay- 
lor's bidding, and Donart wins nomination 
lor high public office — not by the personally- 
directed campaign ho would be capable of 
conducting— but by plaj^ng second guitar to 
Taylor, which surely Is nothing to Mr. Do- 
nart'i credit. 

How that must gall the Democratic boys up 
and down the line! 

Particularly since Taylor— the U. 6, sena- 
tor who is still referred to by the nation': 
press as a singing cowboy and a ham actor — 
apparently has a goodly portion o! Idaho's 
voters under the deep spell of some beguiling 
charm which smells strongly of socialism. 



WORLD'S GREATEST NATION 

The daily reading of newspapers la becom- 
ing a depressing experience. Day after day, 
in story alter story, we are made conscious 
of the selfishness, bitterness and bad temper 
which sometimes seem to be the pervading 
emotions ot national and world leaders. 

The name-eaillng and accusations by 
Amarlcan, British and Russian top office' 
holders are unabatlne- Here at home, clas-'; 
warfare continues. Thus far It Is bloodless, 
but It Is class warfare nevertheless. 

A prominent labor leader calls a congres.<;- 
man who opposes htm a "bum." and an- 
nounces that "the more labor laws they pass, 
the more labor trouble they're going to have."

In the face of a su- 
preme court ruling against Jim Crow seating 
on Interstate buses, promises his state legis- 
lature that "segregation will continue down 
here." 

Those are Just samples from one day's 
news. But they are typical. And they re-em- 
phaslte the dangerous national and interna- 
tional implications In our lack of unity. 

We Americans are accustomed to think of 
ourselves as citizens of the world's greatest 
nation. And we are. But greatness, like lib- 
erty. Is purchased by eternal vigilance. It 
took conscious, concerted effort to achieve 
■ that greatness, and It will take the same ef- 
fort to preserve , it. 

If we continue to drift on our present 
course of group selfishness and class bltter- 
neaa, we might wako one iriornlng to find 
that our wotld pre-eminence has passed else- 
where. It is shameful to think that we can 
live together in peace and helpful coopera- 
tion only under threat of military defeat. It 
l5 frightening to reflect that the erosion of 
Internal dissension can divide and weaken 
lUAlmost as effectively aa enemy conquest. 

BosslB and Britain, which felt the enemy's 
blowa, today present a united front in the 
most Important matters as they work toward 
^ a resumption of normal life. Their goals and 
the maoM for their unity dlffer.Tiilt the 
"purpoM is there. 

Meanwhile, we are falling ourselves and 
the cause of world peace. And we Ahan con- 
tinue to fall untu all of na enlist in an active 
campaign against selfishness ood disunity 
In oor goremment, in our economy, in our 
reamfflnnl^, and, most of all,' within our- 
: MlTM,
